, April 8.—Senator TUP- 


pie, of Indiana, who has achieved 
quite a reputation In the senate for hi* 
skill in clothing the most stinging 
sarcasm in picturesque language, gave 
an illustration of his powers in that 
line to-day, affording an hour and a 
half of entertainment to his brother 
senators and to a large audience in- the 
galleries. The speech was made in 
support of the joint resolution intro- 
duced on the first of April by Mr. 
Call, of Florida, proposing interven- 
tion in the war now being prosecuted 
in Cuba. The objects of Mr. Turpie's 
invective were not so much Gen. Wey- 
ler and the Spanish government as 
the chairman on foreign relations, Mr. 
Sherman, and the junior senator from 
Massachusetts, Mr. Lodge. He ascribed 
to Mr. Sherman helpless inertia, delay 
and irrational obstruction, and spoke 
of his taking refuge in the crypto!the 
conference committee, very glad to be 
rid of his former action. Mr. Lodge 
was portrayed by him as belonging to 
the jingo class of extremists, and as 
being singularly gifted 
with 
the 


power to clothe an interesting and ex- 
citing subject with all the dullness of 
time worn commonplaces. He drew an 
amusing sketch of the controversy be- 
tween Mr. Lodge and the Spanish 
minister, and said that he had ex- 
pected it to end in a duel, in which the 
champion of senatorial privileges 
would go into the lists fully armed, 
his visor down, his lance at rest. But 
instead of that, the junior senator 
from Massachusetts had retired from 
the room of the committee on foreign 
relations and 
regaled himself 
on 


"puffs, mere puffs." 


Mr. Turpie closed his sarcastic re- 


marks upon Mr. Lodge with the quota- 
tion that "pygmies are pygmies still, 
though perched on the Alps." 


At the close of this speech the joint 


resolution went over without action 
and the remaind«r of the day's session 
was taken up with the Indian appro- 
priation bill. 


Before reaching a final vote on it 


the senate, at 5:05 o'clock, adjourned 
until to-inorrow. 


HOUSE. 


The house spent two hours to-day in 


roll calls and questions relating to the 
bill to make the metric bj-btem of 
weights and measures the legal system 
in the United States after January 1, 
1901, and finally it was recommitted 
to the committee on coinage, weights 
and 
measures.

was on the motion to order the bill to 
a third reading Tha. is agreed to— 
yeas, US'; nays, 117; 
i» ^ voting, 118. 


A motion was made to reconsider and 
to lay the motion on the table. The 
ordinary parliamentary 
device 
to 


clinch action on the measure the fol- 
lowad, and the house refused, 133 to 
•111, to lay the motion to reconsider on 
the table. The motion to reconsider 
was then agreed to—143 to 99. Where- 
upon the bill was sent back to the 
committee. 


The bill to repeal the compulsory 


pilotage system still in force in nine 
southern states, so far as it affects 
sailing vessels in the coastwise trade, 
was then taken up, and its considera- 
tion begun under an agreement to 
take a vote at two o'clock to-morrow. 
The bill was advocated by Messrs. 
Payne (rep., N Y ) and Simpkins (rep., 
Mass.), and opposed by Messrs. Minor 
(rep., Wis.) and Cummings (dem., N. 


The conference report on the agri- 


cultural appropriation bill was pre- 
sented and agreed to. 


At 5:30 o'clock the house adjourned 


until to-morrow.
